sometimes caused by puffs or backfire due to delayed ignition, 
(b). It shall be unlawful to use in any building 


or structure any portable gasoline, kerosene, or other portable 


appliances using liquid fuels, for cooking or heating. 
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(c) It shall be unlawful to install, maintain and 
use any fixed kerosene or other fuel oil burning stove or heater, 
or appliance, for cooking or heating purposes, unless such stove, 
heater or appliance has been approved by the Underwriters Labora- 
tories, Inc., or one of equal kind and structure approved by the 
Chief Inspector of the Bureau of Combustibles and Fire Risks of 
the City of Newark; and that the stove, heater or other appliance 


is properly vented to a chimey flue and the floor under the stove, 


heater or other appliance is protected by a metal pan or tray with 
upturned edge at least one inch in height and securely anchored 
to avoid overturning; and the installation and use thereof have 
been approved, and a permit therefor has been issued by the said 
Chief Inspector of the Bureau of Combustibles and Fire Risks of 


the City of Newark; provided, furthermore, that the use of gasoline, 


or other highly inflamable liquids, for cooking or heating pur- 
poses, is hereby forbidden. 

(d) It shall be unlawful to maintain more than a 
five-gallon metal supply tank or container for any such installe- 
tion referred to in paragraph (c) hereof, A one-inch vent pipe 
shall be connected to each such tank or container and capped 
with an explosion proof vent outlet. It shall. be unlawful to 


place fuel liquid in any tank or container which does not bear 


the approval of the Chief Inspector of the Bureau of Combustibles - 


and Fire Risks, and only liquid fuel of such kind as shall be 
indicated in aforesaid approvel thereon or attached thereto shall 
be placed therein. . 

(e) Application for approval and permit shall 
be made to the Bureau of Combustibles and Fire Risks of the 
City of Newark, and upon approval thereof a permit shell issue 
upon payment à? a fee of two($2.00) dollars for each separate 
unit, conditioned for the continued lawful maintenance of the 
installation and use as provided in aforesaid paragraphs. 

(2) Dampers which may entirely close the chimey 


uptake are prohibited. ‘The damper area should be carefully de- 


termined in each case, but in no instance shall it be greater 
than eighty per cent of the Internal, cross section area of the 


uptake. ,

a. Dairy. A dairy is any place, building or 
buildings where one or more cows are kept, a part or all

authorized Inspectors and employees of the Department of Health 
and Welfare of the City of Newark. .

AN ORDINANCE TO — THE RENTAL OF HOUSING ACCOMMODA= 


TIONS AND THE EVICTION OF TENANTS THEREFROM; ESTABLISHING MAXIMUM 


RENTS; PROHIBITING. EVICTIONS. EXCEPT ON CERTAIN GROUNDS AND REQUIRING 


CERTIFICATES OF EVICTION; MAKING CERTAIN ACTS UNLAWFUL, AND PROVIDING 


PENALTIES THEREFOR. 

BE IT RESOLVED BY THE MUNICIPAL COUNCIL OF THE CITY OF 
NEWARK, NEW JERSEY: 

WHEREAS, the Municipal Council of the City of Newark 
hereby kinds » determines and declares that a public emergency exists 
in the housing of a considerable number of persons in the City of 
Nevark, which emergency has been created by war, the effects of war, 
and the aftermath of hostilities; that there exists a serious housing 
shortage of habitable rental units in the City of Newark; that the 
vacancy rate for habitable dwellings in the City of Newark is far 


below that generally considered by housing experts as normal to 


. avoid impairment of the health, safety and welfare of the people 


of the City of Newark; that the construction af 3 new housing units 
planned for the coming year will not eliminate the existing housing 


shortage in rental units; that the shortage of habitable housing 


is accentuated by the vast program of redevelopment to eliminate 


blightea areas, presently under Way, mich ‘necessitates the demolish- 


went of hundreds of blighted and dilapidated housing units and the 


relocation of hundreds of femilies living in such areas » and in the 
absence of regulation of rents and control of evictions there would 
thereby ensue excessive rent rises and a sharp increase In evictions 


which would result in serious impainient to the health, safety and 
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welfare of a large segnent of the population and in conditions 

that would substantially hamper and deter the efforts of the 

City of Newark to effectuate the clearing of blighted areas and 

the general purpose of municipal planning; that, experience in 

other municipalities has demonstrated that when rent controls have 
been terminated under similar circumstances rentals have risen ex- 
orbitantly, many tenants have been evicted, resulting in great nard- 
ship, displacement and dislocation; that to prevent such impairment 
to health, safety and welfare, action by this Municipal Council is 
imperative; that, although the controls and regulations hereinafter 
provided in this ordinance may disturb the enjoyment of individual 
rights and property, compensation is provided for such disturbance 
by all of the people of Newark sharing the general benefits which 
such controls and regulations are intended and calculated to secure; 
that such regulations and controls are necessary in order to prevent 
the execution of unjust, unreasonable and oppressive rental agreements „ 
to prevent unjustifiable evictions, and to forestall profiteering, 
speculation and other disruptive practices tending to impair the 
public health, safety and general welfare and, as a consequence, this 


. Ordinance is declared to be necessary and designed to protect the 


public health, safety and general welfare, and that this ordinance 
is adopted pursuant to the police powers of the City of Newark. 
NOW „ THEREFORE, The Municipal Council of the City of Newark 
does ordain: 
| Section 1. That the adoption of this ordinance is necessary 


for the purpose of preventing the consequences hereinabove described 


and to make effective the policy of the Municipal Council of the City 


of Newark. 
Section 2. That, as used in this ordinance, unless the context 
othervise requires: | 
7 "COMMISSION" means the Newark Housing Rent Control Commission 
as created by this ordinance 
"HOUSING SPACE" shall mean any building or structure or any 
part thereof or lend appurtenant thereto, or 


any real or personal property, rented or offered

furniture, equipment, facilities and improvements 
connected with the use or occupancy of such 
property; except it shall not include:

Housing space operated by educational or 
charitedile institutions and used in carrying out 


their charitable or educational purposes. 
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Motor Courts, trailers or trailer space or 
housing space in tourist homes. 

Housing space owned, operated or maintained 

by the State, any county or any municipality 
or any agency or instrumentality thereof, on 
June 30, 1956, even though subsequent thereto 
such housing space is sold or otherwise trans- 
ferred. 

Public Housing. 

Any establishment. commonly regarded as a hotel 
which customarily provides hotel services such 
as maid service, the furnishing and laundering 
of linens, telephone and secretarial or desk 
service, use and upkeep of furniture end 
fixtures and bell boy service. 

Housing space occupied by tenant after June 30, 
1956, and which becomes vacant after occupancy 
by the tenant for a period of at least six 
months or for a lesser period where the tenancy 


has terminated voluntarily. 


Provided that, if any of the above provisions of the above 


subsections A to L, inclusive, are declared invalid, then it is hereby 


declared to be the intention of the Municipal Council of the City of 


Newark that such invalidity shell not impair the validity of the other 


provisions of this ordinance, which shall remain in full force and 


effect as if the invalid subsection had not been adopted, and the 


structures and dwelling units referred to in said invalid subsections 


be included as housing accomodations.

AN ORDINANCE REGULATING AND LICENSING TAXICABS AND 


TAXICAB DRIVERS AND PROVIDING PENALTIES FOR THE VIOLATION THEREOF. 


BE IT ORDAINED BY THE MUNICIPAL COUNCIL OF THE CITY OF NEWARK, NEW 
JERSEY. . . . 

SECTION 31.1 DEFINITIONS 

The following words and phrases, when used in the Ordinance , 
have the meaning as set herein: . . | 

(a) Company Stand: A public place alongside the curb of 
a street or elsewhere in the City of Newark, which place the Super- 
visor has authorized a holder of taxicab licenses to use exclusively 
for the dispatching of com taxicabs, 

o (b) Cruising: ‘he driving of a taxicab on the streets 

or public places of the City of Newark in search of or soliciting 
prospective passengers for hire. | 

(e) Driver's License: The permission granted by the Super- 
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visor to a person to. drive a taxicab upon the streets of the 
City of Newark. 

(a). Hearing: A public hearing at which the licensee 
shall be given an opportunity to appear personally and be re- 
presented by his chosen counsel, and be heard, and to present 
evidence in his behalf or otherwise answer the charges against 
him. 

(e) Holder: A person to whom a taxicab license has 
been issued. l 

(7) open Stand: A public place alongside the curb 
of a street or elsewhere in the City of Newark which has been 
designated by the Supervisor as reserved exclusively for the 
use of taxicabs. 

(g) Persons: Any individual, a corporation, or other 
legal entity, a partnership, any incorporated association, but 
does not include a child of lesa than six years of age. 

(h) Rate Card: A card issued by the Supervisor for 
display in each taxicab. 

(1) | Supervisor: The Supervisor of Licenses in the 
Department of Revenue. | 

(j) Taxicab: A motor vehicle regularly engaged in 
the business of carrying passengers for hire, which is sọ cone. 
structed so as to comfortably seat not less than four passengers 
exclusive of the driver, and not operated on a fixed route. 

(k) ‘Taximeter; A mechanical instrument or device 
attached to a taxicab which measures mechanically the distance 
driven and the waiting time upon which the fare is based. 

(1) Transfer: To sell, transfer or in any other 
manner alspose of a taxicab license. | Where the license is in 
the neme of a corporation or other legal entity, any. change 
in control of the holder shall constitute a transfer of the 
| taxicab license held. in the name of 61d corporation or other , 
legal entity. The Supervisor shall determine ‘what constitutes 


change in control. 
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(m) Waiting Time: ‘The time when a taxicab is not in 
motion from the time of acceptance of a passenger or passengers 
to the time of discharge, but does not include any time that the 
taxicab is not in motion, if due to any cause other than the re- 
quest, action, or fault of a passenger or passengers. 

e. 1.2 COMPLIANCE WITH STATE LAW: INSURANCE

In order to ‘insure the safety of the public, it shall 


be unlawful for the holder to operate or cause or permit a taxi- 


cab to be operated nor shall any license be issued hereunder until 
and unless the applicant shall have complied with the provisions 


of R. S. 48:16=1 to 48:16-12, and the acts amendatory thereof or 


supplemental thereto, provided, however, an insurance policy 

of a company duly licensed ‘to transact business under the insurance 
laws of the State conditional for the payment of a sum of not less 
than $10,000. to satisfy all claims for damages, by reason of bodily 
injury to, or the death of, any one person, resulting from an ace 
cident, and a sum òf not less than $20,000. to satisfy all claims 
for damaged, by reason of bodily injuries to, or the death of, 

all persons „ on account of any such accident, by reason of the 


ownership; , operation, maintenance » or use of such taxicab upon 


any public street. 


The insurance sticker issued by the Division of Licenses 
for the current month showing that the vehicle is properly insured 
must be affixed to the right rear vent window no later than the 
first day of the current month. No other stickers or pasters are 
to be affixed to said window. | 

| SECTION 32.3 TAXICAB LICENSE EXPIRATION DATE 
FEE. 


No person shall operate or permit a taxicab owned or cone 
trolled by him to be operated as a vehicle for hire upon the 
streets of the City of Newark without having first obtained a 
taxicab license from the Supervisor. , 

No license shall be issued or renewed unless the holder 
thereof has paid an annual license fee of $35.00 for the right to 


engage in the taxicab business. Said license shall be for the 
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year ending on the 30th day of November and shall be in addition 
to any other fee or charges established by proper authorities 
and applicable to said holder for the vehicle or vehicles under 
his operation and control, provided, however, that the fee for 
any license issued after the first day of June and expiring the 
30th day of Novenber of the same year shall be $17.50. 

SECTION 31.4 SAME = APPLICATION 

Applications for a licens: shall be filed with the 
Supervisor upon forns provided by the City of Newark and said 
application shall be verified under oath and shall furnish the 
following information: .

provided, in such a place as “to be in full view of all passengers 
whilé such driver is operating a taxicab. ‘he display of the license 
and rate. card shall. be on the right side of the dashboard or affixed 
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to the back of the front seat and shall be properly illuminated 
so that they are clearly visible at all times. 
‘SECTION 31.14 STARTER'S LICENSE 
No person shall be employed by any holder as a starter 


at any taxicab stand in the City of Newark nor shall any person 


perform the duties of a starter at any taxicab stand in the City 
of Newark, unless the said starter shall have first obtained and 
shall have then in force a starter's license. 

The provisions of Sections 31.8, 31.9, 31.10, 31.11, 
32.12, 31.15, 31-16, 31.27 where applicable, 31.36, 31.37, 31.40 
where applicable, 31.42, 31.43 and 31.44 and such other sections 


that are reasonably applicable to the enforcement of this Ordinance, 


shall apply equally to starters, except that the applicant need not 
furnish evidence of a driver's license under the New Jersey State 
Motor Vehicle Law and the applicant need not accompan? his appli- 
cation by a certificate from a physician as to his state of health. 
For the purpose of this Section, the word "driver" in the afore- 
mentioned Sections, shall also mean starter and the words “driver's 
license" in the aforementioned Sections, shall also mean starter's 
license. 

A starter shall be defined to include any person who 
shall be on duty at a taxicab Stand for the purpose of assisting 
in the loading or unloading of passengers from cabs, for receiving 
calls and dispatching cabs, and for soliciting passengers at such 
stand. It shall be unlawful for any such starter to go beyond the 
area of the ‘taxicab stand for the purpose of soliciting passengers 
or assisting them in boarding such cabs. | 


SECTION 31.15 SUSPENSION AND REVOCATION 


The Supervisor is hereby given the authority to suspend 


any driver's license issued under this Ordinance upon justified 


complaint of any person including a holder, for a driver failing 
or refusing to comply with the provisions of this Ordinance, 
provided, however, such suspension shall not exceed 20 cays. The 


Supervisor is alao given the authority to revoke any driver's 
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license for failure to comply with the provisions of this 


Ordinance, provided, however, a license may not be revoked ` 
unless the driver has received notice and a copy of the charges 
against him and has been given a hearing. Notwithstanding the 
use of the words "suspend or after hearing, revoke” in this 
Ordinance, the Supervisor may suspend and, after hearing, re- 
voke any such license. | | 

SECTION 31.16 FAILURE TO COMPLY WITH CITY, STATE OR 

‘Every driver licensed under this Ordinance shall comply 
with all City, State and Federal Laws, the violation of which 
reflects unfavorably on the fitness of such driver to engage in 
public transportation; failure to do so will justify the Super- 
visor in suspending or, after hearing, revoking the license. 

If at any time within the licensed year, a taxicab 
driver has been found guilty of a high misdemeanor, misdemeanor 
or has permitted his cab to be used for any illegal or immoral 
purpose, the Supervisor may immediately suspend, or, after hearing, 
revoke the driver's license. l 

SECTION 31.17 THE VEHICIE'S CARE. EQUIPMENT. AD MAINTENANCE 

(a) Prior to the use and operation of any vehicle under 
the provisions of this ordinance , said vehicle shall be thoroughly 
examined and inspected by the Division of Licenses and found to 
comply with such reasonable rules and regulations as may be prea 
seribed by the Supervisor. These rules and regulations shall be 
promulgated to provide safe transportation and shall specify such 
safety equipment and regulatory devices as the Supervisor shall 
deem necessary. l 

(b) Every vehicle operating under this Ordinance shall be 
periodically inspected by the Division of Licenses at such intervals 
as shall be established by the Supervisor to insure the continued 
maintenance’ of safe operating conditions. A record shall be maine 
tained vf all such inspections, ö 

(e) Every vehicle- operating under this Ordinance shall be 
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kept in a clean and sanitary condition in accordance with the 
rules and regulations promulgated by the Supervisor. 

(ad) Any Vehicle on the streets of the City of Newark 
in violation of this section, may be removed from the streets 
by an inspector from the Division of Licenses. If the vehicle 
is not returned to service in accordance with the provisions of 
this section within sixty days, the Supervisor may suspend or, 
after hearing, revoke the taxicab license. 

SECTION 31.18 DESIGNATION OF TAXICABS 

Each taxicab shall bear on the outside of each rear 
door painted letters not less than 3 inches nor more than l inches 
in height, in contrasting colors, the name of the owner, association 
of which the owner is a member or registered trade name by which 
the. owner conducts his business, in addition, may bear an ifentify- 
ing design approved ty the Supervisor. The assigned number of each 
taxicab shall appear above the name on each side and in the rear 
in mwerals not less than 2 inches in height and in clear view. 
- No vehicle covered by the terms of this ordinance shall be licensed, 
| whose color scheme, identifying design, monogram or insignia to 
be used thereon, shall in the opinion of the Supervisor, conflict 
with or imitate any color scheme 7 identifying das gn, monogram or 
insignia used on a vehicle or vehicles already operated under the 
Ordinance, in such a manner as to be misleading or tend to deceive 
or defraud the public; and provided further that if, after a license 
has been issued for a taxicab hereunder, the color scheme, identify- 
ing design, monogram or insignia thereof is changed so as to be, in 
the opinion of the Supervisor, in conflict with or imitate any color 
scheme, identifying design, monogram or insignia used by any other 
person, owner or operator, in such a manner as to be misleading or 
tena to deceive the public, the license covering such taxicab may 
be suspended or, after hearing, revoked. 

It shall be unlewful and a violation of this Ordinance 
for any person to operate any vehicle not licensed under this 
Ordinance in such a manner as to be misleading or tend to deceive 
or defraud the public into believing said vehicle is a taxicab or 
is being operated as a taxicab. 
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. SECTION A. 19 TAXIMETER REQUIRED 


It shall be unlawful to operate a taxicab in the City 


of Newark unless the same ie equipped with a taximeter of a size 
and design approved by the Supervisor, fastened in front of the 
passengers, visible to then at all times, day and night; and after 


sundown, the face of ‘the taximeter shall be illuminated. Said taxi- 


meter shall be operated mechanically by a mechenism of standard de- 


N sign and construction, driven either from the transmission or from 


one of the front wheels vy a flexible and permanently attached 

driving mechanism and shali de sealed at all points and connections 

where, if manipulated, would affect their correct reading and recorde 

ing. Hach taximeter shall have thereon a flag to denote when the © 


vehicle is employed and when it is not employed; and it shall be the 
duty of the driver to throw the flag of such taximeter into a none 
recording position at the termination of each trip. The said taxi- 
meter shall be subject to inspection from time to time by the Division 
of Licenses, to see that the same is accurate according to the rate 
schedule and to affix to said neter @ seal of the Division of Licenses 
80 as to prevent the tampering with the inner portion of the meter. 
Any inspector or officer of said Division is hereby authorized either 
on a complaint of any person or without such complaint, to inspect 
any meter, and upon discovering any inaccuracy therein, to notify the 
person operating such taxicab to cease operation. Thereupon said ô 
taxicab shall be kept off the streets and highways until the taximeter 
is repaired and in the required working condition. If the taxicab 
shall not be returned to service within sixty days, the Supervisor 
may suspend or, after hearing, revoke the taxicab license. 

SECTION 31.20 RATE OF FARE 


(a) Schedule Generally - It shall be unlawful for an owner 


or driver of-a taxicab to charge or cause to be charged, except as hereinafter ©

(bt) Election as to maximum A holder may elect to operate 
a taxicab either at meter rates as above provided or at meter rates 
as above provided with a maximum charge of $1.25 for every trip 
made by a taxicab between any two points within the corporate 
limite of the City of Newark. If the election is made to use 
the maximum as heretofore provided, the holder may further elect 
to operpte from any point within the corporate Limits of the City 
of Newark to Newark Airport and from Newark Airport to any point 
within the corporate limits of the City of Newark at meter rates 
without a maximum. Such election shall be made upon filing the 
annual application for reneval of the taxicab license and the 
election shall be so indicated on the application. An applicant 
first applying for a taxicab license and an applicant applying as 
a transferee of a taxicab license shall similarly indicate an 
election. The election shall take effect on the first day of each 
license year. 

(c) To adjoining municipalities - The rates to be charged 
for the carrying of passengers to adjoining municipalities shall be 
meter rates. If a call or trip extends further than the boundary 
of the Metropolitan area, the driver and passenger may agree to a 
flat rate, but in no case shall this rate exceed fifty cents per 
mile for the distance covered beyond the City line. The Metropolitan 


area shall be construed to mean the following surrounding municipali 


ties: 
Elizabeth South Orange . Belleville 
Hillside East Orange: Arlington 
Irvington Orange Kearny 
Maplewood Bloomfield East Newark 
Harrison 


(4) Schedule for operations to New York =- The rates to 
be charged by the holder or driver operating to the City of New 
York shall be as follows:

- vided in paragraph (a), the election made in accordance with 5 
paragraph (b) and the provisions of paragraph (e) and (d), shall 
be provided by the Supervisor and displayed as provided heretofore. 
SECTION 31.21 RENTAL OF TAXICAB FOR STIPULATED SUM 
OVER DEFINITE PERIOD OF TIME. 

It shall be unlewful for the ower of any taxicab to 
hire out or rent such taxicab to a taxicab driver or any other 
person for use within the City for a stipulated sum over a definite 
period of time. 

~ The method by which the compensation is paid to the driver, 


whether by percentage of receipts, salary or fixed rate shall not be © 
construed to be a hiring or a renting. 
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SECTION 31.22 RECEIPTS 

The driver of any taxicab shall, upon demand by the 
passenger, render to such passenger a receipt for the amount 
charged on which shall be the name of the driver, the taxicab 
license number, the amount of meter reading or charge, and date 


and time of the transaction. 


SECTION 31.23 DISPUTES AS TO FARE 


All. disputes as to the local rate of fare shall upon 
request of the driver or passenger be determined by the police 
officer in charge of the nearest police station.

SECTION 31.24 SIDE CURTAINS 

Side Curtains or shades shall not be permitted on any 
taxicab licensed in the City of Newark. 

SECTION 31.25 RESTRICTIONS AS TO RIDING IN FRONT SEAT 

No person, other than the licensed driver of the taxicab, 
shall ride or sit in the front seat of the taxicab unless the rear 
is fully occupied by the passengers, except when, for physical or 
health reasons, a passenger must sit in the front seat. 

SECTION 31.26 USE OF TAXICABS FOR ILLEGAL OR IMMORAL 

PURPOSES , 

No holder or driver shall knowingly permit his taxicab 
to be used frany illegal or immoral purposes, under penalty of 
suspension or, after hearing, revocation of holder or driver's 
license, and such other penalty as may be provided, 

SECTION 31.27 SOLICTTATION OF PASSENGERS BY DRIVER 

(a) Soliciting Patronage by Driver ~ No driver shall 
solicit passengers for a taxicab except when sitting in the driver's 
compartment of such taxicab or while standing immediately adjacent 
to the curb side thereof. 

(b) Prohibited Solicitation - No driver shall solicit 
patronage in a loud tone of voice or in any manner annoy any person 
or obstruct the movement of any person or follow any person for the 


purpose of soliciting patronage. 
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(c) Receipt and discharge of Passengers on Sidewalk - 
Drivers of taxicabs shall not receive or discharge passengers in 
the roadway but shall pull up to the right-hand side as nearly as 
possible or in the absence of a sidewalk to the extreme right-hand 


side of the road and there receive or discharge passengers, ex- 


-cept upon one-way streets where passengers may be discharged at 


either the right or left-hand sidewalk or side of the roadweyin

l (a) Cruising ~ No driver shall cruise in search of pas- 
sengers except in such areas and at such times as may be designated 
by the Supervisor. Such areas and times shall only be designated 
when the Supervisor finds that taxicab cruising would not congest 
traffic or be dangerous to pedestrians and other vehicles. 

(e) Additional Passengers =- No driver shall permit any 
other person to occupy or ride said taxicab unless the person or 
persons first employing a taxicab shall consent to the acceptance 


of an additional passenger or passengers provided, however, that 


an additional passenger or passengers shall not be accepted if they 
are of a different sex than the passenger first employing the taxicab. 
No charge shall be made for an additional. passenger except 


when the additional passenger rides Reyond the previous passenger's 


| destination and then for only the additional distance so traveled. 


Upon reaching the original passenger's destination the driver shall 
throw the flag into non-recording position, collect his fare, then 
throw the flag into recording position as if the additional distance 
traveled were a new trip. 

(£) Restrictions on the Nuwber of Passengers ~ No driver 
can permit more than four persons to be carried in a taxicab as 
passengers. A chilà under six years of age shall not be counted as

(g) Refusal to Carry Orderly Passengers Prohibited - No 
driver shall refuse or neglect to carry any person or persons, upon 
their request, unless previously engaged or unable or forbidden by 


the provisions of this Ordinance to do so. 
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(h) Prohibition of Drivers „It shall be a violation 
of this Ordinance for any driver of a taxicab to solicit business 
for any hotels, motels, rooming houses, bars, taverns, restaurants, 
theatres and the like, or to attempt to divert patronage from one 
such place to another. Neither shall such driver engage in selling 
intoxicating liquors or solicit business for any house of 111 repute 
or use his vehicle for any purposes other than the transporting of 
passengers. 

SECTION 31.28 COMPANY STANDS-USE 

(a) The Supervisor is hereby empowered to continue to 
authorize the company stands ‘that are presently authorized as of 
the effective date of this Ordinance, except those stands at public 
parks or those adjoining public buildings, which stands shall be, 
as of the effective date of this Ordinance, open stands. The company 
stand shall be used solely by the company to whom the same is granted 
and his agents and servants..

They shall 
ansver all calls received by them for service inside the corporate limits 
of the City of Newark, as soon as they can do S0; and if said services 
cannot be rendered within a resonable time, they shall then notify the 
prospective passenger how long it will be before the said call can be 
answered and give the ‘reason therefor. Any holder who shall refuse to 
accept a call anywhere in the corporate limits of the City of Newark 

at any time when such holder has available cab or cabs, or who shall

SECTION 31.32 RECORDS TO BE KEPT BY OWNERS AND DRIVERS 

Every holder shall require the driver to keep a daily record, 

identified by the cab number of the cab used that day and the license 
number of the driver, of the time and place when ana where the passenger 
was accepted as well as the time and place of the discharge of the 
passenger together with the fare received for the trip, which record 
the holder shall keep intact for ninety days from the date thereof, 

and shall be kept open at all times for inspection by a duly authorized 
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representative of the Police Department or Division of Licenses. 

Every holder shall record in a book kept solely for such 
purpose the time of departure from the garage of every licensed 
vehicle, giving the name and address of the driver thereof, his 
license number and the license number of the vehicle and the time 
of the return to the garage of each such vehicle, which book shall 
be kept open for inspection at all times to a duly authorized 
representative of the Police Department or Division of Licenses. 

SECTION 31.33 ADVERTISING

SECTION 31.34 REGISTER 

The Division of Licenses shall keep a register of the 
name of each holder licensed under this ordinance, together with 
the license number and the make and description of the vehicle 
licensed, with the date and record of inspections made of it. 

SECTION 31.35 STANDING AT CURB IN CERTAIN PLACES PROHIBITED 

Subject to the rules and regulations of the Supervisor, 
it shall be unlawful for an, taxicab to stand in any restricted area, 
or any area which is controlled by parking meters or at the curb 
within fifteen feet of the entrance, at the curb, to any railroad 
station, theatre, hotel, restaurant or other public place. 

SECTION 31.36 DRIVER'S UNIFORM 

All taxicab drivers licensed hereunder when operating their 
taxicabs shall wear a regulation chauffeur's cap or a regulation 
coat or shirt and must be clean and neat of dress as provided by 
the rules and regulations of the Supervisor. 

SECTION 31.37 DRIVERS TO BEHAVE IN GENTLEMANLY MANNER 

The driver, while engaged in the operation of a taxicab, 
shall behave himself in a gentlemanly manner and he shall not use 
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any indecent, profane or insulting language while engaged in such 


operation. 


SECTION 31.38 PERMITTING UNLICENSED DRIVERS TO OPERATE 


It shall be unlawful for any person owning or operating 
any taxicab in the City of Newark, licensed under the provisions 
of this ordinance, to permit such taxicab to be operated by any 
person who does not hold a valid driver's license as required by 
this ordinance. 

SECTION 31.39 CONDUCT OF OWNERS AND DRIVERS GENERALLY 


No taxicab while waiting for employment by passengers, 
shall stand on any public street or space other than at or upon a 
taxicab stand designated or established in accordance with this 
ordinance, nor shall any driver of such taxicab seek employment 
by repeatedly and persistently driving his taxicab to and fro in 
a short space before, or by otherwise interfering with the proper

ing and no driver shall solicit passengers for a taxicab except 
when standing at his vehicle or sitting upon the driver's seat 
thereof. 

No holder or driver of any taxicab shall induce any 
prospective passenger to employ him by Imowingly misinforming or 
misleading any such prospective passenger, either as to time or 
place of the arrival or departure of any train, motor vehicle, or 
airplane or as to the location of any hotel, public place or pri- 
vate residence or as to the distance between any two points, nor 
shall such holder or driver deceive any prospective passenger or 
make any false representations to him or convey any passenger to 
any other plece or over any other route than that to which such 
passenger may have instructed the driver to go. 

| Every holder shall be responsible for the operation of

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SECTION 32.40 LOST ARTICLES 

Every driver of a taxicab immediately after the termina- 
tion of any hiring or employment, must carefully search such taxicab 
for any property lost or left therein, and any such property unless 
sooner claimed or delivered to the owners mist be reported in writing 
by the driver or holder to the Division of Licenses with brief 
particulars and description of the property within twenty-four 
hours after the finding thereof.

SECTION 31.41 POLICE DEPARTMENT - DUTY TO ENFORCE ORDINANCE

In this 
case, the Newark citizens who are really being hurt are the tenants and 
they most certainly are in the majority. 

This state legislation is not the special legislation for which 
we asked. Instead it is an attempt by the Legislature to pass a general 
law that will affect only a few municipalities - thirty-five (35) in 
number, to be exact. Not only did the Legislature fail to give us what 
we asked for but they acted in direct opposition to the Faulkner Act, 
which established our local government. | z< — 

President Brady stated he felt the direct conflict betveen the 
intent of the Faulkner Act and the statute passed by the State Legislature 
in answer to the Council's request for permission to enact local rent 
control legislation, violates all orderly principles of constitutional law. 

He stated he believes that the Faulkner Act gives this governing body the 
right to use its police powers to properly control an emergency that affects 
our citizens. He further stated that Newark's rent control ordinance was 
drawn after long and extensive study, with careful consideration given to 
every phase of the problem; he feels that it is reasonable and sound as 
opposed to the state act which he believes is an imposition upon the people 
of the City of Newark, rather than the aid for which the Council asked.

Ccrmeilman Bontempo stated he was opposed to this ordinance 
since he felt a blank check was being given for the purchase of traf- 


fic lights. He stated he felt more policemen should be put in the 
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streets of the city to give added protection to Newark's citizens. 
He stated he was against this expenditure of $285,000 and reiterated 
he wanted to see policemen out in the streets directing traffic. 

Councilman Cooper stated the shortage of police was a fact, 
as Director Sugrue had indicated, and that as soon as a Civil Service 
list was available, appointments would be made by the Director. He 
felt this appropriation for traffic lights would not deprive the 
city of any policemen. He stated the Council was ready to appro- 
priate the necessary funds for as many policemen as the Director of 
Police will request, but since the Traffic Engineer had indicated the 
necessity for additional traffic lights, the Council should approve 
this request. 

Councilman Gordon stated he did not believe this appropriation 
was giving a blank check to the Traffic Engineer and that the Mayor had 
stated that a list of the proposed locations for these lights had been 
forwarded to the Council. 

Councilman Callaghan said he was opposed to this ordinance 
stating more accidents occur at traffie light intersections than at 
others. He said he learned the County Traffic Engineer had reported 
that 67% of traffic accidents occur at intersections where there are 
traffic lights and further that Mr. Cyr, Traffic Engineer, stated at 
the Institute of Traffic Engineers Conference, that the flow of traffic 
was Newark's biggest problem. Councilman Callaghan said if such is the 
case, traffic lights will hinder the flow of traffic. He stated he was 
not opposed to spending more for things necessary for the city, but in 
view of the County Traffic Engineer's report and Mr. Cyr's statement 
that more police supervision was required, he would oppose this ordi- 
nance. 

Councilman Farco stated even though more policemen and police 
supervision is required, he was in favor of this ordinance. He stated 
there is a dire need for more traffic lights in the city and he felt 
traffic lights help to prevent accidents. 

Councilman Cooper stated he was disturbed at the statement 
that 67% of fatalities occur at intersections where traffic lights

are placed.

1. Arterial streets: 80 feet. 

2. Collector streets: 60 feet.

5. The right-of-way width for internal roads 
and alleys in milti-family, commercial and 
industrial development shall be determined 
on an individual basis, and shall in all 
eases be of sufficient width and design to 
accommodate safely the maximm anticipated 
traffic parking and loading needs, 

(e) No subdivision showing land or marginal areas 
controlling access to streets shall be approved. 

(£) Subdivisions that adjoin or include existing 
streets that do not conform to street widths as shown 
on the master plan or official map or that do not con- 
form to the street width requirements of this ordinance 
‘shall dedicate additional width along either one or both 
sides of such streets of sub-standard width. If the sub-

Council was critical of the Administration but when our own department 
creates an analyst to advise - we created a job and now ask an in- 


erease to $12,000. ~ when this man is nothing more than a glorified 
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press agent. 

Councilmin Waldor stated some of the remarks of Councilman 
Callaghan were incorrect. He said the $12,000. statement was not 
correct, the starting salary was $9,000, and as far as the other two 
positions were concerned, Civil Service had passed on these titles 
and ruled these two men were qualified for permanent titles. He said 
this ordinance vas correcting inequities which exist. 

Councilman Cooper stated he was sorry that Councilman Cal-. 
laghan had to refer to the Chief Analyst as he did. He stated that 
in his opinion, the Analyst had discharged his duties and responsi- 
bilities to his complete satisfaction.

For many years the greater 
majority of people believed that this nuisance was the natural 
price an individual had to pay for living in a City. 

He pointed out that the leading citizens of Pittsburgh 
became aware of what was happening, prescribed rules and regula- 
tions controlled smoke and industrial exhaust to such a degree 
that Pittsburgh, noted during the earlier decades of the 
twentieth century as the "Smokey City", changed to a modern, 
bright, vigorous City. The Pittsburgh juvenation began in 1941 
and today, it is not only one of America's great cities again 
but is constantly improving and increasing in commerce, industry 
and finance. 


Councilman Waldor cited instances in Donora, Pemsyl- 


. vania and London, England, wherein smog had had adverse effects 


on the populations. 
He stated these documented facts had disturbed him 


greatly in the last two years because the obvious trend in our 
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City towards a greater development of our industrial and commercial 
patterns. 

He stated there is an official Smoke Abatement Bureau in 
this City and an ordinance providing standards for smoke control 
but that ordinance has not been revised since 1938. He further 
believed that technical changes in the firing of boilers and differ- 
ent types of fuels for industrial processes had owtmoded this ordinance. 
He stated this Bureau has only one supervisor and seven inspectors 
to cover our entire City. Its total appropriation in 1956 amounted 
to $37,730.00 and the fees collected by the Bureau during 1955 
amounted to $5,989.10. 

Councilman Waldor pointed out a condition which exists where 
inspection powers over both oil and coal burning installations are 
under the jurisdiction of the Bureau of Combustibles. He said this 
division of inspection powers is not only unnecessary but inefficient. 


He feit these two units shovid be consolidated into one. 


-Where it wouid be placed and under what administrative jurisdiction 


could be determined after proper study. 

He stated that modern industrial operations have advanced 
to the point where the City mist have technical specialists in these 
matters, if proper inspection and supervision is to be maintained. 

-Counciiman Waldor pointed out that the growing use of diesel 
power for buses and trucks is another constantly increasing health 
hazard that is serious enough in itself to warrant a full study as 


to Air Pollution.

Sec. 2.1. Short Title

Sec. 2.2. Definitions. 


As used in the Revised Ordinances of the City of Newark 
New Jersey, 1951, as amended and supplemented, unless the context 


clearly requires otherwise: 


"Charter" or "city charter" shall mean Mayor-Council Plan 
C of Chapter 210 of New Jersey Laws of 1950, as amended and 


supplemented. 


„city Clerk" shall mean Municipal Clerk. 

"Clerk" shall mean Municipal Clerk. 

"Director" shall mean the head of an administrative de- 
partment of the City Government. 

"General Law" shall mean any and all statutory provisions 
ineluded within the meaning of a general law as defined by the city 
charter. 

"Governing Body" shall mean the municipal council as 
constituted by the city charter, 


"Revised Ordinances" shall mean the Revised Ordinances of 
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the City of Newark, New Jersey, 1951, as amended and supplemented. 
ARTICLE IIT. RULES OF PROCEDURE AND SALARIES 
Sec, 2.3. Salary of members of the council. 

The compensation of the Members of the Municipal Council shall 
be Six thousand ($6,000.00) dollars annually, and said salaries shall be 
effective as of March 21, 1955, and shall be paid as all other salaries 
are paid. The Members shall also be paid an annual secretarial allow- 
ance of $1,000.00, whith shall be paid in semi-annual installments of 
$500.00 each on January 1 and July 1 of each year. 

Sec. 2.4. Salary of the president of the council. 

The President of the Municipal Council by virtue of his 
additional duties shall receive an additional compensation of $500. an- 
nually to be paid as all other salaries are paid. 

Sec. 2.5. Rules of procedure. 

The following rules of procedure shall govern the conduct of 
the meetings of the Municipal Council of the City of Newark, N.J.: 

Rule I - Governing Rules. | 

Except as may be provided in the Charter, questions of Order, 
the Methods of Organization and the Conduct of Business of the Municipal 
Council shall be governed by Mason's Manual of Legislative Procedure in 
all cases to which they are applicable, and in which they are not incon- 
sistent with the rules of the Council. 

Rule II ~ Regular Meetings. 

‘The Council shall hold regular meetings on the First and Third 
Wednesdays of each month at 8:00 P.M., except that only one regular 
meeting shall be held during each of the months of July and August on a 
date to be fixed by the Council in the preceding month of June for the 
July meeting and in the preceding month of July for the August meeting, 
provided, however, that when the day fixed for any regular meeting of the 
Council falls upon a day designated by law as a legal, national or re- 
ligious holiday, or upon a day when more than four members of the Governing 
Body are attending a state or national conference or convention, such 
meeting shall be held at the same hour on the next succeeding day not a 


holiday. All regular meetings of the Council shall be held in the Council 
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Chamber on the second floor of the City Hall of the City. 
Rule III - Pre-Meeting Conference. 

The Council shall hold pre-meeting conferences at 10:00 A.M. 
on all days preceding the day on which regular meetings of the Council 
are held, provided however, that when the day fixed for any pre-meeting 
conference of the Council falls upon a day designated by law as a legal, 
religious or national holiday, or upon a day when four or more members 
of the Governing Body are attending a state or national conference or 
convention, such meeting shall be held on a day to be scheduled by the 
Clerk of the Council. All pre-meeting conferences shall be held in the 
Council Conference Room on the third floor of the City Hall of the 
City. None other than the Council, the Clerk and his designees shall 
attend pre-meeting conferences; provided, however, that a majority of 
the Council may request the Mayor, the Corporation Counsel, the Business 
Administrator, any department head or officer of the City to attend; 
and the Corporation Counsel, Business Administrator, department head or 
officer when requested to do so, shall attend the conference. 

Rule IV ~ Special Meetings. 


A special meeting of the Council may be called by the Presi- 


dent or by a majority of the members of the Council. Whenever a special 


meeting shall be called by the President of the Council, a notice in 
writing signed by the President, shall be served on the Clerk, and 
whenever à special meeting shall be called by a majority of the members 
of the Council, a notice in writing signed by such majority shall be 
served on the Clerk. The Clerk shall forthwith serve written notice 
upon each member of the Council at his place of residence, stating the 


date and hour of the meeting and the purpose for which such meeting is 


' called, and no other business shall thereat be transacted. The Clerk 


in his notice of a special meeting shall allow at least twenty-four 


(2h) hours to elapse between the call of the meeting and the date and 


‘hour of the meeting. Whenever an extraordinary emergency exists which 


requires immediate action by the Council, the Mayor may call a meeting 
by notifying the Clerk or in his absence the President of the Council, 
who shall cause the Council to meet on short notice in Special Meeting 
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for the purpose. 
Rule V. = Agenda. 

All reports, commmications, ordinances, resolutions, claims, 
license reports, contract documents or other matters to be submitted to 
the Council by the Administration shall, at least thirty+two (32) busi- 
ness hours prior to each Council meeting, be delivered to the Clerk, 
whereupon the Clerk shall immediately prepare a calendar of such matters 
together with such additional matters that he may have to present, in 
conformity with the prescribed order of business as hereinafter provided 
and shall furnish a copy to each member of the Council. When required, 
he shail furnish the Mayor, the Business Administrator, the Corporation 
Counsel, Directors of the Departments and all officers, with a copy of 
the same prior to the Council meeting and as far in advance of the 
meeting as time for preparation will permit. None of the foregoing 
matters shall be presented to the Council by the administrative heads 
of the several departments of the City govermment except those of an 
urgent nature, and the same when so presented, shall have the written 
approval of the Mayor before presentation to the Council. 

Rule VI The Presiding Officer =- Election and Duties. 

The presiding officer of the Council shall be the President, 
who shall be elected at the organization meeting, In the absence of 
the President, the Council shall elect a temporary President, who shall 
then preside over the said Council. The President shall assume the 
chair of the presiding officer immediately after his election. ‘The 
presiding officer shall preserve strict order and decorum at all regular 
and special meetings of the Council. He shall state every question 
coming before the Council and announce the decision of the Council on 
all matters coming before it. A majority vote of the Council shall 
govern and conclusively determine all questions of order not otherwise 
herein covered. The President may vote on all questions, his name being 
called last. The President shall sign all ordinances and resolutions 
adopted by the Council during his presence. In the event of the absence 
of the President, such ordinances and resolutions shall be signed by the 
presiding officer. 
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Rule VII + Parliamentarian. 

The Clerk of the Council or his designee shall act as Parlia- 
mentarian, and shall advise and assist the presiding officer in matters 
of Parliamentary Law. 

Rule VIII = Corporation Counsel. 

The Corporation Counsel or such member or members of his office 
as he may designate shall be available to the Council at all regular and 
special meetings. He, or his designee , shall draw ordinances for any 
member of the Council when and as required. 

Rule IV ~ Call to Order. 

The President shall take the chair at the hour appointed for 
the meeting, and shall immediately call the Council to order. In the 
absence of the President, the Clerk or his designee shall call the Council 
to order. The Clerk shall then determine whether a quorum is present and 
in that event shall call for the election of a Temporary President. Upon 
the arrival of the President, the temporary President shall forthwith 
relinquish the chair upon the conclusion of the business immediately 
before the Council. 

Rule X = Roll Call. 

Before proceeding with the business of the Council, the Clerk 
or his designee. shall call the roll of the members in alphabetical order, 
and the names of those present shall be entered in the minutes. 

Rule XI - Quorum. 

A majority of the whole mmber of members of the Council shall 
constitute a quorum. No ordinance shall be adopted by the Council without 
the affirmative vote of the majority of all the members of the Council. 

Should no quorum attend within thirty (30) minutes after the 
hour appointed for the meeting of the Council, the President, or in his 
absence the Clerk or his designee, may thereupon adjourn the meeting until 
the next day, unless by unanimous agreement, those members present select 
another hour or day.

Rule XIV +» Rules of Debate. 


(a) Question Under Consideration. When a question is presented 


and seconded it is under consideration and no motion shall be received 


thereafter, except to adꝗqourn to lay on the table, to postpone or to amend 


until the question is decided. These motions shall have preference in the 


order in which they are mentioned and the first two shall be decided with- 


out debate. 


(b) As to the President. The President or such other member 


of the Council as may be presiding may move, second and debate from the 


chair, subject only to such limitations of debate as are by these rules 


imposed upon all members and shall not be deprived of any of the rights 
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and privileges of a Councilman by reason of his being the presiding 
Chairman. 

(e) Getting the Floor. Improper references to be avoided. 
Every member desiring to speak for any purpose whatsoever shall address 
the presiding officer, and upon recognition, shall confine himself to 
the question under debate, ayoiding all personalities and indecorous 
language. A member may only speak once on the same subject but may 
speak to clear up a matter of fact or explain a material part of his 
speech, except that a member after moving a question may once again 
speak on the same subject. 

(a) Interruption. A member once recognized, shall not be 
interrupted when speaking unless it be to call him to order or as 
herein otherwise provided. If a member while speaking, be called to 
order, he shall cease speaking until the question of order be deter- 
mined by the presiding officer, and if in order he shall be permitted 
to proceed. Any member may appeal to the Qouncil from the decision 
of the Chairman upon a question of order, when without debate the 
Chairman shall submit to the Council the question, "Shall the decision 
of the chair be sustained," and the Council shall decide by a majority 
vote, 

(e) Privilege of Closing Debate. The Councilmen moving the 
adoption of an ordinance or resolution shall have the privilege of 
closing the debate. 

(£) Roll Call. Upon any roll call there shall be no dis- 
cussion or explanation given by any member voting, and he shall vote 
yes Or no unless he shall first receive special permission from the 
Council to -explain his vote. A member of the Council may abstain from 
voting on any matter. 

Rule XV = Votes to be taken by roll call. 

The vote upon every motion, resolution or ordinance shall be 
taken by roll call in alphabetical order except the President shall be 
the last member called, and the vote shall be entered upon the minutes. 
Resolutions and Ordinances shall be signed by the presiding officer at 


such meetings and by the Clerk before they are entered upon the minutes. 
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Rule XVI - Addressing the Council. 

Subject to the provisions of Rule XXIII, any person may pe- 
tition the presiding officer for leave to address the Council, which 
permission shall be granted only after a showing to the satisfaction 
of the presiding officer that the subject matter of the address de- 
serves the time and attention of the Council, by oral commmication 
on any matter over which the Council has cortrol; provided, however, 
that notice is given to the Clerk thirty-two (32) business hours in 
advance of the Council meeting, in order that the same may appear on 
the calendar of the Council. 

Aay person may orally petition the Council, at any Council 
meeting, for leave to orally address the Council at that meeting, 
which leave shall be granted only after showing to the satisfaction 
of a majority of the members of the Council present that the subject 
matter of the address deserves the time and attention of the Council. 
Rule XVII - Manner of Addressing Council -- Time Limit. 

Each person addressing the Council shall step up to the 
microphone in front of the rail, shall give his name and address in an 
audible tone of voice for the records, and unless further time is granted 
by the Council, shall limit his address to ten (10) minutes, All re- 
marks shall be addressed to the Council as a body and not to any member 
thereof. No person, other than members of the Council and the person 
having the floor, shall be permitted to enter into any discussion, 
either directly or through a member of the Council, without the permis- 
sion of the presiding officer. No question shall be asked a Councilman 
except through the presiding officer. 

Rule XVIII = Decorum. 


(a) By Council Members. While the Council is in session, the 


“members must preserve order and decorum, and a member shall neither, by 


conversation or otherwise, except as herein provided, delay or interrupt 
the proceedings, the peace of the Council, disturb any member while speak~ 
ing or refuse to obey the orders of the Council or its presiding officer. 
(b) By Person. Any person making impertinent or slanderous 
remarks or who shall become boisterous while addressing the Council 
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shall forthwith be barred from further audience before the Council, 
by the presiding officer, unless permission to continue or again ad- 
dress the Council be granted by the majority vote of the Council. 
Rule XIX - Enforcement of Decorum. 

The Chief of Police, or such member or members of the Police 
Department as he may designate, shall be the Sergeant~At-Arms of the 
Council meetings. He, or they, shall carry out all orders and in- 
structions given by the presiding officer for the purpose of maintain- 
ing order and decorum at the Council meetings. 

Rule XX - Persons authorized to be within the Council rail. 

No person, except City officers or their representatives 
shall be permitted within the rail in front of the Council or be 
permitted to disturb any Councilman while on the dais, during any 
meeting, without the express permission of the Council. 

Rule XXI ~- Special Committees. 

All special committees and the chairman thereof, shall be 
appointed by the presiding officer at a regular or special meeting. 

A special committee shall consist of no more than four mem- 
bers of the Council including the presiding officer who shall be a 
member ex-officio of all special committees, provided, however, the 
presiding officer may appoint a special committee consisting of all 
the members of the Council. A quorum of each special committee ap- 
pointed shall consist of a majority of the members thereof. 

Meetings of special committees shall be held at such times 
as do not conflict with regular meetings. 

Rule XXII - Standing Committees. 
The only standing committee shall be the Committee of the 


Whole, and the rules of proceedings in the Council shall also be ob- 


served in the Committee of the Whole as far as applicable. The Committee 


of the Whole shall make its report in writing which shall be filed with 
the City Clerk, returning at the same time all petitions, resolutions 
or other papers submitted to it for consideration. 


Rule XXIII - Ordinances, Resolutions, Motions and Contract Documents. 
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(.) Preparation of Ordinances. The Corporation Counsel or 
his designee, when requested, shall prepare ordinances which shall be 
delivered to the Clerk in conformity with Rule VITI. A copy of the 
same shall be forthwith furnished to each member of the Council by the 
Clerk. 

Ordinances may be introduced and adopted by title and shall be 
read in Pull by the Clerk or his designee before consideration by the 
Council on second and final reading. 

Every ordinance after introduction and adoption on lst reading, 
shall be published in full together with a notice as required by law, 
and the said publication shail be at least ten days prior to the time 
fixed for further consideration for second and final passage. At the 
time and place so specified to such noties, ail persons interested shall 
be given an opportunity to be heard thereon. 

(b) Prior approval by Administrative Heads of Departments. 

All ordinances, resolutions and contract documents before presenta- 

tion to the Council by the Mayor or the Business Administrator shall have 
been reduced to writing and shall have been approved as to form and 
legality by the Corporation Counsel or his designee. Prior to presenta- 
tion all such documents shall have first been referred to the head of 

the department under whose jurisdiction the administration of the subject 
matter of the ordinance, resolution or contract document would devolve. 
When examined and approved the Mayor, Business Administrator or their 
designee shall affix his signature on the document certifying to the 
factual contents. 

(e) Introducing for Passage or Approval. Ordinances, resolu- 
tions and other matters and subjects requiring action by the Council 
must be introduced and sponsored by a member Cf the Council, except that 
the Mayor may present under Rule V, ordinances, resolutions and other 
matters or subjects to the Council, and any Councilman may assume sponsor- 


ship thereof by moving that such ordinance, resolution, matter or subject 


“be adopted in accordance with law; otherwise they shall not be considered. 


When a Councilman assumes sponsorship of an ordinance or reso- 
lution, he shall countersign the same in the space provided thereon. 
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(d) Period. All ordinances shall take effect twenty (20) 
days after final passage and approval by the Mayor. ‘Two-thirds of the 
Council may, however, declare an emergency by written resolution to re- 
duce this twenty (20) day period except the period for bond ordinances 
shall not be reduced. 

(e) Adoption. Ordinances other than bond and appropria- 
tion ordinances shall require five (5) affirmative votes for adoption. 
Bond and appropriation ordinances shall require six (6) affirmative 
votes for adoption. 

(f) Veto by the Mayor. Ordinances vetoed by the Mayor 
shall require six (6) affirmative votes to override the veto. 

(g) Preparation. Ordinances amending any existing ordin- 
ances shall contain in brackets, the part repealed, and the new part 
to be inserted shall be underscored. 

(h) Emergency Resolutions. Resolutions creating emergency 
appropriations and budgetary transfers shall require six (6) affirma- 
tive votes for adoption. 

Rule XXIV - Nomination. 

Upon the receipt from the Mayor of his nomination to any 
office or position, the same shall be read under commmications by the 
Clerk or his designee, and unless otherwise ordered, shall be considered

by the Council under "New Business.” When taken up for action the 
President shall put the question on each nomination as follows: "Will 
the Council confirm the nomination?” On that motion, a vote shall be 
ordered, and if five or more members vote to confirm, the President 
shall announce, The nomination is confirmed." If less than five members 
vote to confirm, the President shall announce, "The nomination is rejected." 

Action by confirmaticn, or rejection upon a nomination made by 
the Mayor shall not be postponed, or delayed, longer than for one 
regular meeting. 

Within two days after confirmation or rejection of a nomina- 
tion, the Clerk shall in writing, notify the Mayor of that fact. 
Rule XXV - Reports and Resolutions to be filed with City Clerk. 

All reports and resolutions shall be filed with the City 
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Clerk and entered in the motion. 
Rule XXVI - Adjournment. 

A motion to adjourn shall always be in order and decided 
without debate.

Where the one thousand foot distance is referred to in

Newark, New Jersey, December 28, 1956 


A special meeting of the Municipal Council of the City of 
Newark, New Jersey, was held on the above date in the Council Con- 
ference Room, third floor, City Hall, Newark, New Jersey. 

President Brady called the meeting to order at 2:47 P. M. 
and asked for roli call. 

Present: Councilmen Bontempo, Callaghan, Cooper, Gordon, 
Turner, President Brady, City Clerk Harry S. Reichenstein, Clerk of 
the Council. 

The City Clerk stated the special meeting had been called 
for the express purpose of acting on a resolution authorizing the 
President of the Municipal Council and the City Clerk to execute the 
‘agreement with Samuel Klein & Co., Certified Public Accountants, 
Licensed Municipal Accountants of the State of New Jersey, to make 
an annual audit of the accounts and financial transactions of the 
City of Newark, as provided for and in accordance with requirements 
of R.S.40:40-1 et seq. as amended, for and in consideration of 
$47,500.00 payable $7,500.00 on the acceptance of each of four 
quarterly reports and the balance on the completion and acceptance 
Of the 1957 annual audit.

Councilman Bontempo stated he voted for deferment at 
the last meeting so there would be five votes and after study- 
ing the matter he felt certain this could be adopted as a reso- 
lution with four votes. 

President Brady stated there was some question as to 
whether or not four votes would be sufficient to adopt the 
resolution as an ordinance requires five votes.
